Lines, Electing Candidates 
From All Parties 


ritOCPvESSIVES WIN TWO 

The 1938 Council election proved 
the closest in the history of West¬ 
ern. In three of the four seats 
contested a second count was 
necessary and only a meagre mar¬ 
gin separated the candidates. 

“Bim” Johnston nosed out 
Johnny Irving on the second 
count. Bim had 745, and as there 
were 1,406 votes cast, this will 
give students an idea of how close 
tl->e i'sl'oting was. Perrin Baker, 
for Vic'-President, was the only 
cr.rWdnte eUrtel on the first 
count. Shirlev Romayne Plum¬ 
mer v as elected Secret .ry wan 
777 votes, whi’e Gordon Weir 
amassed 732 to become Treasurer. 

Two candidates were from the 
Progressive party and one each 
from the Independent and Radical 
parties. However, this means lit-

Ons hundred and ninety boys 
will play for 14 teams this season 
in House League basketball. At a 
meeting held last Monday, Mr. 
Souter outlined plans and rules 
for the coming basketball season. 
Of the 14 teams Grade XII. has 
only three, while Grade XI. is the 
highest contributor with six 
teams. Grade X. boasts of five. 

From Grade XII. come teams 
representing classes 11, C and J. 
The Grade XI.’s have teams from 
classes A, C, K, L, M and R. 
Grade X. is sponsoring- teams from 
classes A, B, D, G and M. 

Classes XD and XIA have the 
largest number of players on 
their squads, each having 19 men 
signed up.

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American Students Have 

Easy Time in High School 


Investigation Instigated At 
Request of Various 
Mothers 


At the earnest request of vari¬ 
ous members of the Home and 
School, your correspondent has 
made a diligent investigation into 
American and Canadian require¬ 
ments for Ccdlege entrance. A 
brief summary of the results ap¬ 
pears below: 

Perhaps it’s a feather in our 
Canadian hat of education, or per¬ 
haps it’s just a lot of hard work 
for nothing. Be that as it may, 
comparing our college require¬ 
ments here in Alberta with those 
of United States colleges, is al¬ 
most like comparing woodwork to 
Algebra III. 

In a recent issue of the Hearst 
Herald a small news item is found 
in a remote corner of a back page, 
stating the requirements for a 
certificate, similar in value to our 
senior matriculation. 

To put the idea over very 
briefly, American students are re¬ 
tired to have a total of 1C sub- 
. jects, 7 of which are compulsory, 
v, hereas we are required to he 
credited with 27 units. That is 
for college entrance. 

In the State of Oregon the re¬ 
quirements are even less, 12 units, 
only 5 of wlreh are compulsory, 
constitute a high school education 

(A unit is a s rb’ect taught five 
ti 'zes a wee 1 -: in periods not less 
than 1 o minutes, for thirty-six 
weeks a year). 

However, we Canadians ought 
nc‘ to feel too badly about having 
to do a little more work for what 
we want than do our American 
friends. It takes them the same 
three or four years to get ready 


for college, and their college 
ourses aren’t one bit easier than 
ours. In some ways they are more 
difficult. 

In our courses, we obtain a wee 
better appreciation of literature, 
a bit more advanced insight into 
mathematics, and more informa¬ 
tion about our forebearers. If we 
wanted to, we might even look 
down our educated noses at our 
American contemporaries, but the 
'•enl truth is probably' that it 
sn’t what you are taught that 
counts, but what you learn. Pos¬ 
sibly those Yankee graduates 
with their measly 12 units, are 
better educated than us Canucks 
with our 27 concentrated units of 
misery.
